Rochester To Help Curb Aggressive Driving 

Too often we let our own daily stresses and the 
poor driving of others tempt us into aggressive driving. 
Tailgating, switching lanes without signaling, rolling 
through stop signs, and excessive speeding are just a few 
examples of aggressive driving. This behavior behind the 
wheel not only is unsafe for everyone, but causes other 
drivers to become aggressive toward us. 

To help reduce aggressive driving, the Rochester 
Police Department will join 264 other local police depart- 
ments and the Massachusetts State Police in a 2005 "Road 
Respect" Mobilization. 

Sponsored by the Governor's Highway Safety 
Bureau (GHSB), this "Road Respect" Mobilization coordi- 
nates approximately $500,000 in extra traffic enforcement 
with $160,000 in radio ads and other public information 
efforts from April 4 through 17. The GHSB is a program of 
the Executive Office of Public Safety. 

State and local police issued approximately 
148,000 citations related to aggressive driving in 2003 
— 17,950 of which involved a crash. The GHSB defines 
aggressive driving as two or more violations of an aggres- 
sive nature, such as speeding, tailgating, or improper lane 
changes.

were Selectmen Chairman David Pierce, Selectman An- 
drew Jeffrey and Selectman Jonathan Henry. Present from 
Rochester were Selectmen Chairman Gary Laboa, Select- 
man Bradford Morse, and Town Administrator James 
Huntoon. Mattapoisett Selectman Steve Lombard, Roches- 
ter Selectman Richard Nunes, and Marion Town Adminis- 
trator Jack Dolan were not present for the meeting. 

Chairman Raymond Andrews introduced the 
various town officials present and the noted the first item 
of discussion was the Tri-Town Housing Program and 
potential Chapter 40B projects with Marilyn Contreas and 
Elizabeth Krautschield of the Massachusetts Department 
of Housing and Community Development (DHCD). 

"Essentially the local initiative program was es- 
tablished to encourage communities to work with devel- 
opers to (provide) affordable housing," Ms. Contreas said 
. "It requires the Board of Selectmen and the (DHCD) to 
sign off on an affordable housing plan. We are authorized 
to issue approval ... then the project goes through the local 
Board of Appeals (BOA). The majority of local initiative 
projects are home ownership projects. We have some rent- 
al, but the significant majority are home ownership." 

Ms. Krautschield said the DHCD is an arm of the 
Office for Commonwealth Development and each project 
is evaluated on a case-by-case basis. 

"It's a very process-driven program, a trans- 
action-driven program, so it's hard to talk about theo- 
reticals," Ms. Contreas added. "But you do have paper 
control that you don't have with the Chapter 40B permit 
process. It does work, you just have to be patient from 
time to time." 

Ms. Contreas said the bulk of the applications 
they receive are for projects under 80 units, but they have 
seen some larger scale developments, too. 

"Basically a developer will approach the town 
first with (a proposal)," she said. "The community will

usually, if they have a Planner or their own Planning 
Board, look at their housing needs and see how it re- 
sponds to their needs. There's usually a little give and 
take at the Selectmen's meeting ... the developer does 
most of the leg work on the application. He'll bring that 
all to the town and the town signs the application which 
goes to DHCD for review. It's open to public comment for 
30 days, so we don't rush to judgement. We conduct a site 
visit and review the financials ... we'll set the price that we 
believe is affordable for someone at or below 80 percent 
median income. Once a developer has received a compre- 
hensive permit for the project, we'll enter into a regula- 
tory agreement between the developer and the town ... it 
guarantees the building of the affordable housing units. 
The basic rule of thumb is for every three units built, there 
must be one affordable housing unit." 

This being a Tri-Town Selectmen's meeting. 
Chairman Andrews asked if there are any programs for 
groups of towns under one housing plan and if it would 
be beneficial to regionalize the effort. 

"That's under consideration right now," Ms.

Krautschield said. "There are actually ongoing municipal- 
ities looking to see it work." 

For further information on these programs, Ms. 
Krautschield suggested consulting their website at www. 
mass.gov/dhcd. 

The next item on the agenda was the status of the 
Tri-Town Cable Access Corporation and the equipment 
now housed at Comcast's Marion studio which is slated 
to be moved to the TV Studio at ORR High School. 

"We had (Eunice Manduca) in Marion who 
offered $1,000 and we had David Frawley in Mattapoisett 
who offered to match that amount," Selectman Andrews 
said. "We just don't know a couple of things: what equip- 
ment is ours, and when Comcast is going to move the 
equipment (to ORR). We need answers to those two ques- 
tions before we can get a price from a (video) engineer." 

"The only issue is cameras," Selectman Jeffrey 
said. "We know exactly what equipment we're going to 
get. Wareham is going to get the (mobile) van. I don't 
think we have to wait. We know Comcast has to move the 
equipment (here), it's the issue of hooking it up. I know 
people have voiced their opinion that it's too expensive. 
Steve Cushing (in Marion) and (Mattapoisett Cable Com- 
mittee Chairman) Dan White could very easily determine 
what it would cost — I think we can get it down to a 
much lower figure. We may not have to use any of the (ca- 
ble) money or very little of it. It's going to take a little time 
to do this. If we can set it up at minimal cost, it just seems 
to make sense. I think it's very important that when we 
have a committee formed, we need to have a chairman. 
Very honestly, we see what happens when we don't have 
a chairman." 

"Has anyone talked to Comcast about how they 
plan to move the equipment here?" asked Dan White. 
"You can take everything apart ... or you can move it by 
racks, which would be a lot easier."

Selectman Andrews said Comcast had been ad- 
vised to move the equipment as soon as possible and they 
are awaiting a call back from their local representative, 
Mary O'Keeffe. 

"My understanding is Comcast can move the 
equipment when you say move it," said Eunice Manduca, 
the longtime Marion cable volunteer and donor of $1,000 
toward the effort. "Everybody has known for a whole 
year. We're working hard to get this online and we keep 
having these stalls. If we have to have a cable access com- 
mittee, who is it, where is it?" 

"We instructed Comcast to move the equipment 
to ORR as soon as possible," Selectman Andrews said. 

"I'd say the onus is on Comcast and Mary O'Keeffe. They 
are contractually obligated to move the equipment as 
soon as possible." 

"We need to expedite this as quickly as possible," 
added Selectman Collyer. "At this point I think it would 
be best to contact Mary O'Keeffe and ask her to move the 
equipment immediately." 

"The word I'm hearing now is April 15 and we 
were promised the third week of March," Selectman An- 
drews said. "In the meantime, we need to make sure that 
... Marion doesn't lose service." 

With that, the board jointly voted to appoint 
Marion Selectman Jon Henry as Chairman of the Cable 
Subcommittee. 

"All we're looking for is what we have now for 
Marion," Selectman Jeffrey said. "The only difference is

someone, perhaps, editing some of this stuff. The Town 
of Marion is more concerned with meetings and events 
(which are taped) away from this facility." 

The boards also authorized Selectman Henry to 
spend the $2,000 donated to get the equipment reconnect- 
ed at ORR as needed.

TICKS 

Last year, my dog got 10-20 ticks a day. How can I stop that from 
happening this year? 

Your veterinarian may stock Preventic tick collars. These 
collars will minimize the number of ticks that get embedded 
in your dog. A new product called Frontline is also avail- 
able from your veterinarian as a spray or drops. Frontline 
will kill ticks, as well as fleas, on dogs and cats for a month. 

How can I remove the ticks that he gets ? 

Grasp the tick near its head with tweezers or a tick spoon 
and pull gently. Rubber gloves or a napkin will protect your 
hands in case you accidently rupture a tick that is engorged 
with blood. 

Can tick bites make my dog sick? 

Unfortunately, ticks carry Lyme Disease and Rocky Moun- 
tain Spotted Fever, both of which are very common in this 
area. The most common symptom of these diseases in dogs 
is lameness.

Since Rochester has been determined to have no 
viable sites for a potential wind power facility within their 
town limits, they voted to support the efforts of Mattapoi- 
sett's Wind Power Study Committee in locating a facility 
at ORR High School.

share of the high school expansion project which finally 
kicked in this year. 

Although Marion only sends some 16 or 17 stu- 
dents to the Upper Cape Cod Regional Vocational Tech- 
nical Fligh School, they saw a hike in expenses this year 
which boosted their general operating budget by 32.65 
percent and their debt service by 12.36 percent. 

On the local level, Sippican School enrollment 
was expected to drop by about 40 students this year, so 
their budget only jumped a nominal 2.53 percent. 

"I think it's important for ORR to come up with 
a game plan as to who's going to discuss it (on Town 
Meeting floor)," Selectman Jeffrey said. "I think this is one 
where it's not an override — (but it's) such a change from 
the past, I think it's important to know what we're paying 
versus the other towns and what we're going to do to 
alleviate this." 

"The risk of ORR being turned down is the other 
two towns can (approve it) and we'll still have to fund it," 
added FinCom Chairman Kemp. 

Under Article 5, the revised cost estimate of 
$2,985 million will result in a savings of up to $600,000 
over last year's request, according to Mr. Dolan. 

Ms. Ditchfield cautioned that the Town of Mar- 
ion has an estimated $1.8 million in available Free Cash 
going into the April 25, 2005 Annual Town Meeting. If all 
requested money articles are approved as written, that 
would leave just $60,000 remaining in Free Cash for the 
remainder of the fiscal year.

At 7:05 pm the board met with several residents 
of the Snow's Pond Road area to discussed the proposed 
YMCA Southcoast project located on 30 acres of wood- 
lands in Rochester.

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"They will come forward with an initial plan for 
review (but) it won't come through this board initially 
and maybe not at all," Chairman Laboa said.

© Guess Who. Starring Bernie Mac and Ashton Kutch- 
er. Directed by Kevin Rodney Sullivan. Running 
time: 105 minutes. MPAA rating: PG-13. 

The time may have been right for a farcical remake of 1967's 
Guess Who's Coming to Dinner, but I'm not sure Guess Who is it. The 
new movie, starring Bernie Mac as a grouchy black dad who dis- 
approves of his daughter's white boyfriend (Ashton Kutcher), gets 
hardly any comic mileage out of racial tension — the well-meaning 
original film got more laughs out of the discomfiture of liberal whites 
confronted with the prospect of a black son-in-law. If I were going to 
make a go-for-broke remake. I'd cast Dave Chappelle and Gwyneth 
Paltrow as the young lovers, and Tim Robbins and Susan Sarandon 
as the white liberal parents. Switching the races just pretends that 
there's no difference in dynamic between a black man marrying into 
a white family and a white man marrying into a black family. 

Sidney Poitier proved (back there in the '60s, when this could 
still come as a surprise to some viewers) that a black man could 
be respectable and eloquent. Ashton Kutcher just proves the easy 
stereotypes about goofy white guys. He and Bernie Mac have an 
occasionally funny combative rapport, but it's essentially the same 
friction that Ben Stiller and Robert De N iro had in Meet the Paren ts. We 
have no reason to doubt Bernie Mac when he says he has no problem 
with Kutcher 's whiteness — he just senses that Kutcher is lying about 
something (and he's right). Mac could be any disapproving father, 
and Kutcher could be any gawky guy who digs himself deeper the 
harder he tries to ingratiate himself. 

He digs the deepest during the film's dinner scene, in which Mac 
goads Kutcher into telling various "black jokes," and everyone at the 
table laughs gamely until Kutcher tells one that crosses the line. None 
of the jokes are funny, though, not in the way that some racist jokes 
have a scabrous, anti-PC humor (the same way that, say, dead-baby 
jokes are funny because of their very wrongness). Here's a comedy 
premised on racial unease, and it's too timid to uncork actual racial 
humor. One can only imagine what Richard Pryor in his prime — or 
Dave Chappelle, whose sketch "The Niggar Family" is justly famous 
among his fans — would've done with the scene. Chappelle could've 
played Kutcher's prospective brother-in-law, who tops Kutcher's 
jokes with ever more ribald and appalling black jokes, while Bernie 
Mac does a slow burn. 



Most of the laughs come from Bernie Mac's Percy Jones, a bull 
pawing the ground, reduced to a meek cat by his no-nonsense wife 
Marilyn (Judith Scott). His daughter Theresa (Zoe Saldana), an artist, 
fell in love with young Wall Street tiger Simon (Kutcher) because, 
we're told, opposites attract and she is what he isn't. I didn't see 
much else going on between them other than giggly, furtive moments 
of goofing around together. I can believe they'd get along great, but 
they don't look at each other with anything like the adoration with 
which Sidney Poitier regarded Katharine Houghton and vice versa, 
or, for that matter, the exasperated but deep love between Percy and 
Marilyn. Kutcher is simply too lightweight to communicate love, and 
Zoe Saldana is a rather dull actress; a better fit might have been the 
funky Kellee Stewart, who plays Theresa's sister Keisha, palpably 
enjoying the development that whatever she does, it won't be as bad 
as when Theresa brought home a white boy. 

Does it matter? "Oh, it's gonna matter," pronounces the couple's 
black cabbie — but it really doesn't, not in this movie, where Percy 
Jones has no prejudice to get over. His suspicion of Simon might make 
better sense if we'd been told that Percy had gotten shafted by white 
guys in business, or been kept from promotion, or suffered some sort 
of racist treatment; but we hear about nothing of the sort. Percy does 
have a different kind of prejudice, unquestioned by the movie itself; 
the mincing coordinator of Percy and Marilyn's anniversary party 
(Robert Curtis Brown) is, it turns out, a metrosexual and married man, 
but Percy continues to doubt the man's sexuality, blustering about 
taking his pants off in front of him. A lot of straight men may not have 
a problem with gays in the abstract, but will stillreact viscerally when 
confronted with actual gayness, or suspected gayness. Which raises 
a premise for a much more relevant-to-these-times version of Guess 
Who's Coming to Dinner: What if Theresa brought home a white girl?

After a few fits and starts and some initial fuzzy 
reception, it looks as though Mattapoisett, Marion and 
Rochester are one step closer to being "on the air" with 
their newly-negotiated Tri-Town Cable Access Corpo- 
ration which was negotiated with provider Comcast 
as part of Mattapoisett and Marion's recent contract 
renewal. 

Last week. The Tri-Town Boards of Selectmen reaf- 
firmed their desire to have the longtime cable provider 
move all the equipment from their soon-to-be-closed 
studio on Route 6 in Marion to the brand new but emp- 
ty studio in the basement of Old Rochester Regional 
High School. 

Although the Tri-Town Selectmen had been told by 
Comcast representatives that the equipment would be 
moved to ORR by the third week of March, as of their 
March 24 meeting Tri-Town officials found themselves 
once again in an empty TV Studio save for a portable 
video camera operated by longtime Marion volunteer 
Eunice Manduca. 

In fact, it was largely Ms. Manduca' s pushing and 
prodding which spurred the discussion that night. At 
the March 15 Marion Selectmen's meeting, Ms. Man- 
duca voiced her frustration over the fact that if the 
equipment wasn't relocated and set up at ORR in a 
timely manner, Marion would lose the continuity of not 
only broadcasting their taped Selectmen's meetings, 
but also a series of locally produced programs which 
required post production editing and tweaking before 
being aired. 

Unlike Mattapoisett which broadcasts their Se- 
lectmen's meetings live and via tape from their Town 
Hall-based mini-studio, Marion had been airing taped 
meetings and programs from the Route 6 Comcast 
studio. With that site slated to be closed around April 
1, they would lose that option. 

Citing an estimated cost of $4,300 which was quot- 
ed to tri-town officials at their February meeting, Ms. 
Manduca promptly cut a $1,000 personal check which 
she handed over to the Marion Selectmen to cover a 
portion of Marion's share of the cable equipment relo- 
cation and reconnection at ORR. 


"Marion has been doing so much ... to get import- 
ant information out to the public," Ms. Manduca said. 
"It would be a shame to see it just go down the drain. 
If you shut down Channel 9 (in Marion), people will 
stop thinking about it and you won't be able to bring 
it back." 

Not to be outdone, David Frawley of Mattapoisett 
also generously added to the effort by matching Ms. 
Manduca's $1,000 donation. 

With $2,000 in personal contributions now in hand, 
the Tri-Town Selectmen seemed reinvigorated into 
putting this effort on the fast track. 

"I don't think we have to wait," said Marion Select- 
man Andrew Jeffrey. "All we're looking for is what we 
have now for Marion. The only difference is someone, 
perhaps, editing some of this stuff. The Town of Marion 
is more concerned with meetings and events (which 
take place) away from this facility." 

"We instructed Comcast to move the equipment to 
ORR as soon as possible," said Mattapoisett Selectman 
Raymond Andrews. "I'd say the onus is on Comcast. 
They are contractually obligated to move the equip- 
ment as soon as possible. The word I'm hearing now 
is April 15 and we were promised the third week of 
March. In the meantime, we need to make sure that ... 
Marion doesn't lose service." 

To that end, the Tri-Town Boards of Selectmen voted 
to appoint Marion Selectman Jonathan Henry as the 
Chairman of the Tri-Town Cable Access Corporation 
and thereby authorized him to spend the $2,000 in con- 
tributions to expedite the hookup of all the equipment 
once Comcast moves it from the Marion studio to ORR. 

Kudos to both Ms. Manduca and Mr. Frawley for 
stepping up to the plate and realizing the vital im- 
portance of this largely untapped community service 
resource. I've always supported and encouraged the 
flow of public information through all mediums — 
print, radio and television — and I think residents in 
the tri-towns will soon learn the inherent value of tri- 
town public, education and government cable access 
channels run by and for the people.
